This has been brought about by the 


purchase by the Nevada Power,'Light 
and "Water Company of 
40 acres of, 


ground from J. N. Evans. 
It con-| 


tains one of 
the Evans reservoirs, 


which-will be enlarged to many times 
its present dimensions. 
The level of 


the proposed reservoir is 30 feet above 
the top of the flag staff on the Semi- 
nary building on Ralston heights and 
fifteen feet above the roof of the .high- 
est buil.dlng 'on the Newlands heights. 


Already a force of forty or fifty men 


are at woric on the main reservoir. 
Ten tea:ns and four plows are also 
employed. The walls of the reservoir 
will: be strengthened' and raised about 
four .feet'. 
.Th'e ; ditch leading fronV 


the riverVin .the vicinity of Laughton's 
is to be straightened and enlarged so 
that it will carry ;5000 inches of water. 
This makes it possible to supply the 
city with 80,000,000 gallons :pf water 
daily, sixteen times the present usage. 


The water system is to be .extended 


at onc& to the carshops. East Reno 
is expected to use ^a large quantity of 
water. 
This is evidenced 
by 'the 


plans of conveyance there. A 22-inch 
main will be laid to the city limits 
on . the Alameda, thence a ten-inch 
main will be laid. 


Another main of 22 inches diameter 


is to be laid to Newlands Heights, 
which will g-ive ample fire protection 
to the south end of town.

Reminiscenses of a Prison De 


livery in the Early Days That 
Makes the Folsom Break Look 
like a Very Trivial Occurrence 


There is intense 
excitement 
and 


alarm at the escape of thirteen con- 
victs from the States Prison at F.ol- 
som. What would be the sensation if 
'nearly three hundred of 
the worst 


criminals in California had made 
a 


~ 
r successful break for liberty, as was 


the case at the San Quentln prison in 
one -of the early months in 1862? The 
break was the result of a deep and 
long pending conspiracy among the 
•worst and most 
hardened convicts, 


and so well was It conducted that no 
.suspicion was entertained by any of 
the prison officials or employes, that 
anything out of the usual course was 
In contemplation. The break occurred 
•in the day time, and, if we remember 
correctly, just before the dinner hour. 
Lieutenant Governor Chellis, who -was 


' :ex-officio -warden of 
the prison, was 


• seized by two stalwart convicts and 
.forced to march between them to- 
wards the "dead line" and directly to- 
wards a cannon on, a small eminence 
which commanded 
the yard 
from 


•which the sally was made. 
The other 


convicts crowded as nearly as possible 
behind the two leaders and the cap- 
tured warden. The whole body march - 
, Ing in the form of a V towards the 
cannon -and line of guards which sur- 
rounded the prison. yard. The -warden 
called lustily to the guards not to shoot 
and, it was reported at that time, • ex- 
claimed: 
"I have 
concluded 
to go 


with these gentlemen." George Locke, 
and ex- man of wars man, and a for- 
mer mining partner of Alf Doter>, was 
stationed at the cannon. 
He after- 


wards Informed the: writer that when 
he-- saw the convicts advancing, he 


. -imntedtffltely 
slighted 
the 
cannon, 


which was loaded with grape or chain 
shot, at the apex of the V. 
He had 


.but a moment to consider whether it 
would be better to permit such a 
body "of such desperate criminals to 
be turned loose in the state or that the 
.life of the warden should be sacri- 
ficed. His hastily formed decision was 
not favorable to that official, so he 
seized the lanyard, and was in the act 
of : pulling it, when the captain of the 
guard rushed up and slewed the gun 
(practically around, so the 
contents 


only brought down two or three men 
who were at one of the edges of the 
base of the triangle. 
The convicts 


, met with no further resistance. They 


marched the warden a few miles into 
the foothills, where they turned him 
loose. Ite band then separated, sing- 
ly or In little squads, in search of more 
prolonged liberty than they could ex- 
pect to enjoy in such close proximity 
to their former quarters. 
Of course 


the entire state was terrorized and 
firearms and ammunition were at a 
'premium for months afterward. 
A 


considerable number of robberies and 
other crimes were committed by the 
escapes, as might be expected under 
the circumstances. 
Some of the men 


were retaken, some of the more timid 
and less energetic ones, rather than 
Vritarve in the foothills, returned volun- 
yarily to the prison, while others were
